Dear Dr- Falconer, 


The following is an extract from the Minutes 
which I took of the last Canadian Universities Conference with 
' regard to the matter of Graduate work:- 


"The report of the Committee on Graduate Work was 
submitted by Professor Macallum, the Chairman. This report 
contained a statement of the conditions in Canada for 
obtaining higher degrees, and showed that as regards Masters' 
degrees, the differences are so slight as not to call for any 
special comment. It was further shown that the two great needs 
of Canadien Graduate Schools, were scholarships and increased 
library facilities, because it was throughthese that the 
American Universities were able to attract so many of our 
Canadian graduates. The Committee was continued and requested to 
consider whether or not a scheme could be formulated whereby the 
graduate facilities of Canadian Universities, especially as regards 
Doctorst degrees, could be in some way pooled so that a student 
need not be confined to any particular institution for the 
whole of his course, but could pick and choose according to his 
gabtes and needs. In this connection, the following resolution 
was unanimously approved: - 


"That in the opinion of this Conference the M.A. 
degree should represent at least one year of intra-mural 
work of a Ph.D. course, equivalent to that required by the 
Graduate Schools in the American Universities." 


The following resolution was also unanimously approved 
on the motion of President Falconer a®&d seconded by the Rev. 
Father Tompkins:- 


"Mhigs Conference is strongly of the opinion that in 
order to strengthen the unity of the Empire, the Universities 
of Great Britain should be urged to modify and increase their

graduate facilities to meet the needs especially 

of students from the Universities of this Dominion. 
Also,in order to effect this purpose, this Conference 
appoint a Committee to correspond with the 
Universities of Great Britain, with the authorization 
to correspond also with the universities of France 
with a view to making arrangements that will increase 
the number of students from Candian Universities 

who pursue their graduate studies in that country." 


The Conference appointed the following as members of this 
Committee: - President Falconer, Chairman, Principal Peterson, 
Abbe Chartier and Dean Cappon."

During the past year, the guestion of 
compulsory Military Drill was given serious censideration by 
Cerporation, and it was decided finally to make it compulsory 
for every British male student, medically fib, during the 
first three years of his course, at any rate, for the duration 
of the war. Non-British students, who wisn to take advantage 
of this course, may do so. All those, whe are exempt from 
Military Training, viz:- those medically unfit, and those whe 
are net British subjects, must take some other form of 
athletic exercise. In the case of those who are medically fit, 
as much time must be given to it as is required fro drill.
